1 do not believe that a 
base established by one ally on 
the territory of another ally—a 
base established by free consent 
whether or not formalized in a 
treaty—undermines the sover- 
eignty or indpenednce of one 
state or the other. Such a base 
in fact brings many advantages 
to the host country by assisting its 
economy, by aiding in technical 
development and, above all. by 
increasing its capacity to defend 
itself against its actual or poten- 
tiel enemies."

Dampened Ardor 


The far reaching effect of the 


action of residents of Wakefield 
in opposing the relocation of 
Route 35 left some of their ardor 
slightly dampened when it be- 
came apifarent that it will block 
improvement of the highway and 
may result in the counties hav- 
ing to assume maintenance costs. 


The governor told the commis- 


sion that the opinion will re- 
quire a re-exarmnation of the 
entire two year highway pro- 
gram which was based on "ef- 
ficiency ratings." He said that a 
substantial part of the program 
was placed in question. 


He explained that a large part 


of the new construction planned 
was for highways that have not 
been designated as part of the 
state system but were eligible 
for federal aid. 


Following the public hearing 


on the Wayne-Wakefield road 
the commission spent consider- 
able time in discussing what type 
of work to concentrate on at fu- 
ture meetings. 


Ress pointed out that high- 


way laws need bringing up-to- 
date and urged that recommen- 
dations be made to the next 
Legislature. He said some of the 
laws on county roads are "out- 
moded and silly in places."

Base effective Wednesday, Col. Ervin Wursten, commanding 
officer of the Lincoln base, announced Monday. 


Concurrently, he said, the 4120 flir Base^ squadron pres- 


ently stationed at the Lincoln base will be discontinued and 
personnel reassigned to the 98th flir Base group. This will 
not make any change in the present schedule for sending 
personnel to the Lincoln base, he said.

The present strength of Air 


Force personnel is six officers, 
69 airmen and 19 civilians. Up- 
wards of 200 additional person- 
nel are scheduled for assignment 
in 60 days, he said.

China Dope 


Commies Are Cynical, 
Senate Group Is Tofcf 


WASHINGTON (/?)—Harry J. 


Anshnger, chief of the Federal 
Narcotics Bureau, said Monday 
illicit dope from Red China is 
flooding the United States, with 
the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment apparently taking a cynical 
attitude toward the situation. 


Anilinger gave this testimony 


at a Senste subcommittee hear- 
ing, and later he told a re- 
porter: 
"Japan is getting the first wave 


of 
this tratfic, 
all channeled 


through Hong Kong, and we're 
getting a very large amount on 
the West Coast" 


Force Giving Opium 


Hong Kong is a British crown 


colony just off the China main- 
land. 
Anshnger also declared Red 


China is forcing farmers to grow 
opium in some areas by impos- 
ing such heavy taxes that the 
only thing the farmers can do is 
to raise opium to pay the taxes. 


"It is a deliberate policy on the 


part of the local government in 
Jehol Province 
to compel the 


farmers to grow opium." he said. 


In his testimony on Capitol 


Hill, Anslinger indicated that the 
flow of dope from Communist 
China has created a jack-in-the- 
oox traffic in this country that 
is difficult to crush. 


As fast as one ring is broken, 


he said, another springs up to 
carry on the conspiracy of "sell- 
ing poison for profit." 


Government Has Proof 


Anslinger told the subcommittee 


the government has "very def- 
inite proof" to substantiate his 
accusation that huge quantities 
of heroin, ma-'de in Red China, 
are being shipped to dope ped- 
dlers in this country. 


Anslinger made the statement 


as the subcommittee continued 
ts inquiry into juvenile delin- 
quency in the United States. 


The federal narcotics chief said 


there has been a marked drop in 
addiction of youths under 21 years 
of age—from a total of 4,405 in 
1951 to 3,616 last year—but the 
problem remains serious "as long 
as there are any youthful ad- 
dicts."

OMAHA (I?)—The Denver and 


Rio Grande Western Railroad's 
joint rate proposal 
"could not 


but adversely' affect the econ- 
omy" of Pacific Northwest states, 
an attorney for the Oregon Pub- 
lic Service Commission declared 
in Federal Court Monday. 


John H. Carkin, representing

interest but rather the interest 
of the D & KGW. 


Their arguments were pre- 


sejited to a 
three-judge 
court 


hearing the Union Pacific's re- 
quest for an injunction to set 
aside the Interstate Commerce 
Commission order directing the 
Union Pacific to establish through 
routes and joint rates with the 
D & RGW on a limited list of 
freight passing through Ogden, 
Utah. The railroads interchange 
bhipments at Ogden but at a 
combination of local rates which 
are higher than the joint rates 
v/ould be. 


Mostly Eastbound 


Carkin pointed out that about 


two-thirds of the freight involved 
is eastbound shipments of sur- 
plus products grown in the Pa- 
cific Northwest area. 


Howard Black, attorney gen- 


eral of Wyoming, told the court 
that the Union Pacific "is one of 
the lew industries in Wyoming." 
The state doesn't want to see 
this industry lose part of its 
volume. 


Bert Overcash, assistant attor- 


ney-general of Nebraska 
de- 


clared the commission finding 
misconstrued the law, ran con- 
trary to Supreme Court decisions 
and against the public transpor- 
tation policy set up by Congress 
in 1940 calling for 
"adequate, 


economical and efficient service."

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Igor On His Own 


Canada has made its position clear with re- 


spect to its prize spy-exposer, Igor Gouzenko. 
He Is the man credited by the Canadian gov- 
ernment with supplying the bulk of the in- 
formation years ago leading to the exposure 
of a Russian spy ring operating both in Can- 
ada and the United 
States. 
Under an 


assumed name, he and his family have been 
living in Canada, quietly and peacefully, un- 
der the protection of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 


Now, 
it is represented, he is willing and 


ready to do some more talking about the 
operations of' the Russian spy system. 
And 


the Senate Security Committee under the lead- 
ership of Indiana's Sen. Jenner is anxious to 
hear him. 


The position of the Canadian government is 


simple and, in our judgment, sound. It will 
place no obstacle in Gouzenko's path to pre- 
vent him from becoming a witness before a 
congressional committee, if he so desires. The 
decision is strictly up to him. But if he does 
decide to reappear after dropping out of sight 
it will be upon his own risk. Canadian gov- 


ernment has reservations relative to the pro- 
posed appearance of the former 
Russian 


cipher clerk serving with the Rusisan em- 
bassy. It seems to feel that he would not be 
serving in his own interests. 
That may be 


another way of suggesting that any informa- 
tion of value in his possession already has 
been made available to the West. The Cana- 
dians also see-n to be a little more sensitive 
to the calendar of events than some of the 
members of the congressional committee 
seeking his appearance before them. 
After 


seven years of isolation from all Soviet con- 
tacts, should he begin talking freely as an ex- 
pert on Russia, the Canadians think that any- 
thing he might say easily cOuld be of more 
help to the Communists than to the free 
world. That is to suggest that all he could 
contribute would relate to practices which 
prevailed years ago. 


li is a delicate question the Canadians have 


raised. 


Even more, the responsibility for the con- 


tinuing safety of a man who already has 
served the free world magnificently is a 
heavy one.- 


Nebraska At Its Best 


Sen. Hugh Butler has expressed the view 


that the sound course of action in connection 
with an old western military post, Ft. Robin- 
son, is to sell it for whatever it will bring in 
order to get its grounds back on Nebraska's 
tax rolls. 


The first move in that direction was not 


too encouraging. One of the federal agencies, 
General Services, with offices in Kansas 
City, advertised 82 buildings of varying size 
and construction for sale, only to receive 
what it termed an unsatisfactory bid of a few 
thousand dollars for the material that could 
be salvaged. 


If Sen. Butler has given any careful study 


Of Men And Things 


It was not clear whether Secretary of the 


Interior Douglas McKay was expressing only 
his own views or was describing admin- 
istration policy when Sunday he told a radio 
audience about what he called a new "bill of 
rights" for power companies. The "bill of 
rights," it appeared, is the name which 
the secretary prefers for contracts disposing 
of power generated by government develop- 
ments of a multiple-purpose type on rivers, 
including the Missouri, the Columbia, the 
Snake, and numbers of other streams. 


We assume, however, that Secretary McKay 


was discussing established Eisenhower policy. 
It is difficult to believe that the secretary of 
interior is initiating a program which does 
not have the approval of the President. There 
has been too much of irresponsible talk by key 


figures in the Eisen- 
hower 
administration, 


already. It has been 
conspicuous in the dis- 
cussion of the farm pro- 


gram. In the opposition that has arisen, Sec- 
retary Benson has been credited with pro- 
viding the fuel for his critics notwithstanding 
the fact that in any sensible approach to fix- 
ing administrative responsibility, it is the 
President whose judgment is final, not a 
member of Ike's team, even a member of the 
cabinet. Mr. McKay Sunday, commenting on 
reports that Midwest farmers were disturbed 
about private power becoming the only source 
of electricity, insisted that the people of the 
Midwest "have been agitated by certain peo- 
ple going around and holding meetings and 
telling stories." 


Speaking For His 


Superior 


McKay may have been referring to a meet- 


ing held in Omaha recently by represent- 
atives of the rural electrification districts in 
the Missouri Basin, including the states of Ne- 
braska. Wyoming, Colorado, the Dakota*, 
Minnesota and Kansas. They are disturbed. 
Why not? They are confronted with a con- 
tract which would appear to abrogate the 
long-established preference clause giving to 
them * priority in the right to purchase 
power generated by these government devel- 
opments. That new contract seems not only 
to require them to pay higher rates than they 
now enjoy but forces them to anticipate fu- 
ture power needs over the next 20 years and 
to contract for them af this time, paying for 
electricity which they may not require under 
their present load or may not need for five or 
six years hence. 


* 
It would be strange, indeed, if these rural 


electrification districts in the Missouri Basin 
States closed their eyes to current discussion. 
It is the hope in Nebraska that when Ft Ran- 
dall, Oahe. and Garrison Dams are complete 
and functioning fully, some of the power 


generated by them will 
become available to Ne- 
b r a s k a n s . We need 
power here. We are not 
in the position, however, 


to anticipate fully what those needs will be— 
nor at this time to contract and pay for elec- 
tricity which may be told 10 or 15 years 
from now. The rural electrification districts 
in the Dakotas particularly face a much more 
difficult problem in satisfying their power 
needs. If Secretary McKay carries out hjs 
announced purpose to come out here to talk 
things over, he may be in for a liberal eriu~ 
cation.

to the facilities at Ft. Robinson, then he has 
closed his eyes to its possibilities. 
On the 


list advertised for sale was a two-story brick 
barracks building, 42 feet by 78 feet—a sec- 
ond two-story brick barracks, 42 feet by 75 
feet—and a three-story brick hospital, 46 
feet by 50 feet. These buildings are not badly 
rundown. 
All three are substantial, easily 


developed into ideal dormitory-type quarters 
lor tourists for groups such as 4-H club 
members or Boy Scouts. The hospital build- 
ing without too much expense could be con- 
verted into a museum in line with thinking on 
the part of the people of western Nebraska, 
many of whom would like to see Ft. Robin- 
son set aside as a state park for its reacrea- 
tional and historic values. 


Just to get an idea of the inadequacy of the 


bid received last week, among other buildings 
are five sets of two-story frame officers quar- 
ters, each one measuring 34 feet by 47 feet. 
It does not require a great deal of imagina- 
tion to fit these quarters into the development 
of a state park attracting thousands of visi- 
tors each year and in the natural order of 
things in time becoming self-supporting or 
lucratice to the state and its people. There is 
the foundation for the development of an 
outstanding Nebraska recreational center, an 
opportunity not rivaled by any other site in 
this state. In that field it'would project Ne- 
braska at its best. 


Scenically Ft. Robinson, its tiny lakes, its 


streams and its wooded hills have great ap- 
peal. The White River, symbolic of its name, 
winds in and around the hills, an ideal trout 
stream. Three tributaries feed into it. 


Time is running out in this matter of the 


ultimate permanent disposition of Ft. Robin- 
son. Unless the people of Nebraska move 
shortly to preserve it for its historic and 
recreational values, they will be too late. 


Child Dependency 
The generally beneficent features of the 


nation's public welfare program are being 
marred by a worrisome increase in the num- 
ber of children who are becoming public 
wards through the declining sense of re- 
sponsibility on the part of their parents, gen- 
erally the fathers. 
There is a growing tend- 


ency for fathers, tiring of domestic life or 
burdened by poor earnings, to abandon their 
families. The break is easier to make when 
there is knowledge that the state will step 
in and care for the little ones. 


It is significant that in this era of high em- 


ployment, public welfare costs are mounting. 
It is quite noticeable in aid to dependent 
children. 
Absent fathers are paying little 


attention to court orders for child support. 
Mothers are finding it easier and less distaste- 
ful to turn to welfare rather than to courts. 


Why? The Denver Post believes it has the 


answer. It says, "The problem revolves about 
a simple though tragic theme: 
The popula- 


tion moves toward the 
already-congested 


cities. The family bread-winner, if any. be- 
comes involved in a labor market that is 
both qualitatively and quantitatively com- 
petitive. 
The moral structure of the indi- 


vidual breaks under the burden of inade- 
quacy and frustration, followed by the col- 
lapse of family obligations and loyalty. 
Hu- 


man appetites and passions are stronger than 
the will or perhaps the capacity to provide for 
children. And society gels the bill." 


Matter Of Rights 


A Colorado youth, arraigned on a car- 


stealing charge and refusing an attorney, 
waved away the judge's request for his plea. 
Instead, he drew a lengthy written statement 
from his pocket and set off on a discourse on 
his constitutional rights. The judge settled it 
by throwing him out of court.

TVA FOR NEAR EAST 


Eric Johnston, head of the mo- 


tion picture industry, came back 
from the Near East the other day 
to report to President Eisenhower 
on the toughest of all diplomatic 
jobs—building up long - r a n g e 
friendship between Israel and the 
Arab states. 


Johnston was asked by Eisen- 


hower to go to the Near East as 
his special ambassador, officially 
to settle the question of Arab ref- 
ugees, but actually to settle the 
broader and more basic problem 
of Arab-Israel friendship. 


What Johnston took with him 


was a comprehensive plan for im- 
pounding the River Jordan and 
using its waters for power and 
irrigation under a system similar 
to the Tennessee Valley. If this 
irrigation-power plan could be put 
across, he told the Arabs and Is- 
raelis, the Jordan Valley could be 
made to bloom like a rose, and 
permanent peace and prosperity 
would prevail in the Near East. 
Arab refugees could be put to 
work on the project, thereby re- 
moving a difficult thorn in the 
side of Arab-Israeli relations. 


At present Arab refugees, some 


875.0QO of them, live on the bor- 
der of Israel, fed by the United 
Nations and costing American 
taxpayers about $60,000,000 this 
year. All day idle refugees look 
across little white stone markers 
which designate the border and 
watch the new-found prosperity 
of Israel, some of it on farms 
they once owned. At night they 
frequently cross the border to 
steal sheep or goats. 


When they do, the Israelis raid 
back, and under the old eye-for- 
an-eye and tooth-for-a-tooth doc- 
trine, men are killed 'almost 
every night. Twenty were killed, 
Johnston reported to the White 
House, just during his brief stay 
in the Near East. 


Johnston reported that at first 


he was met with hostility from 
both sides. T h e Arab press 
claimed his mother and father 
were Jewish, that he had changed 
his name. The Israeli press pub- 
lished a cartoon of Johnston with 
a big knife seeking to carve up 
Israel. He was warned his life 
was in danger. B o t h sides 
guarded him day and night. 


However, the TVA plan for 


developing 
the 
Jordan 
River 


aroused definite interest. Drawn 
up by Charles T. Main of Char- 
lotte, N.C.. under the auspices of 
TVA authorities, it calls for the 
co-operation of Israel with three 
Arab states—Lebanon, Syria and 
Jordan. 


The waters of the Jordan are 


to be impounded largely -in Le- 
banon, with another dam at Lake 
Tiberias. From these two reser- 
voirs, irrigation ditches would 
lead off into Syria, Israel and 
along the Jordan River. 
But 


since the river runs through four 
countries, the co-operation of all 
four is absolutely necessary. 


By the same token, Johnston 


argued, co-operation on this Jor- 
dan Valley Authority would lay 
the cornerstone for badly needed 
peace.

JOHNSTON TALKS TURKEY 
"The 
American people hare 


been spending $150,000,000 a year 
on this area," Johnston told Arab 
Prime Minister Fawxi Mulqni of 
Jordan. "And they're not going 
to do it much longer. If you don't 
go along with this project, you'll 
find yourself handling these ref- 
ugees at a cost of $60,000,000 a 
year." 


"That's your problem," replied 


the prime minister. "You've sup- 
ported Israel which is responsible 
for making these refugees home- 
less." 


"No, it's not our problem," 


countered Johnston. "On the con- 
trary, it was you Arabs who re- 
fused to obey an order to stop 
fighting, thereby opening your- 
selves up to Israeli retaliation. 


"Don't make any mistake about 


future money from the United 
States," Johnston 
continued. 


"The carpenter in Keokuk or the 
farmer near Omaha isn't inter- 
ested in Arab refugees. And he 
isn't going to continue paying for 
them much longer. 


"On the other hand, if you put 


across this Jordan Valley project, 
it will not only bloom as never 
before, but every refugee can be 
put to work." 


Johnston reported 
to Eisen- 


hower that he hoped he had op- 
ened the door just a crack in Jor- 
dan, 
and just a crack in Israel. 


Bitterness over recent border in- 
cidents is intense. Both countries 
are a long way from being con- 
vinced. 
In Lebanon" and Syria 


there is a little more open-mind- 
edness, and he hopes to get more 
favorable reactions when he goes 
back in February.

Threatens World Peace

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WASHINGTON—So many tasks 


urgently need doing. One of them 
high on the priority list is to try 
to mend the new break between 
the Arab countries and Israel in 
the Middle East. If it is not 
mended, the drift will be steadily 
toward chaos and perhaps a full- 
fledged war. 


Feeling in the Arab countries 


and among Arab peoples through- 
out the world has been inflamed 
by the Kibya massacre. This has 
contributed to the deep convic- 
tion, amounting almost to a neu- 
rosis, that justice cannot be ex- 
pected from the United States. 
That attitude is an almost insur- 
mountable obstacle in the way 
of .every effort to reach a con- 
structive agreement. 


It was a handicap confronting 


Eric Johnston on the mission he 
recently undertook for Presdent 
Eisenhower. 
Among the more 


extremist elements, Johnston was 
suspect because he is head of the 
Motion Picture Association of 
America, which includes impor- 
tant elements backing the Zionist 
movement. Yet. as he reported 
to the President, Johnston re- 
turned convinced that probably 
the only hope of a solution lies 
in a plan backed with American 
help to develop the waters of the 
Jordan for the adjacent Arab 
countries and Israel. 


What Johnston undertook on his 


mission was to get an agreement 
from each government concerned 
for the minimum first necessity— 
thai they would carefully con- 
sider the plan instead of rejecting 
it out of hand. It is too early to 
say 
what success has been 


achieved in reaching even this 
limited goal.ft ft ft

Jor- 
dan and Syria wonM get the pre- 
pmkferant share of the water cre- 
ated by a series of dams ami 
reservoir* built to conserve every 
drop of the staff that weans Itfe 
in a desert region. 


By some estimates—they may 


be optimistic—the development 
of this new land would make it 
possible to resettle up to a third 
of the 800,000 Arab refugees 
who have lived m wretched con- 
ditions in squalid camps ever 
since »he Arab-Israel war. There 
can be no peace in that part of 
the world so long as these un- 
happy people are suspended be- 
tween the tragic past and a 
doubtful future. 


Here, too, attitudes have hard- 


ened into rigid hostilities. The 
Arab states have in the past re- 


sisted efforts to resettle the refu- 
gees, whose numbers increase by 
about 25,000 a year as a result 
of the natural population gain. 
The inflexible viewpoint 
has 


been that they had a right to re- 
turn to their homes inside the 
borders of Israel and they should 
accept nothing less than that. 


More recently, however, Arab 


spokesmen have taken a less in- 
transigent attitude. They have 
gone so far as to say that if 
Israel would accept in principle 
the right of the refugees to go 
home, then it might be possible 
to work out resettlement plans. 
This is a move in the right di- 
rection. 


It should bring a response in 


kind from the Israeli govern- 
ment,, which suffered a grievous 
blow at the bar of world opinion 
as a result if Kibya. One can un- 
derstand the extenuating circum- 
stances leading up to that trag- 
edy—the succession 
of raids 


back and forth across the border 
and the casualties claimed by 
Israel as a result of those raids. 
But nothing can explain away 
the cold-blooded killings. 
ft ft * 


If the bitter, ton* pent-np 


hatreds are allowed to go on 
smouldering, then the only end 
is disaster. Working together in 
a TVA project inevitably neces- 
sitating co-operation across na- 
tional boundaries, the opposing 
forces may be able to forgive 
and forget. Israel, 
with Hi 


swiftly 
increasing population, 


has overwhelming proMemt. The 
boycott of the Arab states has 
contributed to the worsening of 
the new nation's economic pUjrht. 


At the same time Ihe Arab 
stales, jf a working relationship 
is possible, could learn much 
from the new techniques intro- 
duced by the Israelis. No matter 
what anyone may want, the old 
tribal and feudal pattern of life 
cannot survive. In Egypt Premier 
Mohammed Naguib is making a 
valiant effort to move his coun- 
trymen into the Twentieth cen- 
tury as Mustapha Kema] did in 
Turkey. 
Naguib's struggle de- 


serves all possible support from 
this country. 


One reason Israel has won 


sympathy here—and it is a rea- 
son customarily overlooked or 
deliberately 
ignored by Arab 


nationalists—is admiration for a 
pioneering 
undertaking. The 


Israelis have made an extraordi- 
narily successful 
propaganda 


with this effort, 


The Middle 
East, Trieste, 


Kashmir, these are only a few 
of »he festering spots "breeding 
pestilence and war. We should 
stop quarreling among ourselves 
for a bit and get down to try- 
ing to ease them.

Star: Moliere's Monsieur Jour- 
dain was astonished to learn that 
he had been speaking prose all 
his life and didn't know it.

At least that seems to be the im- 
plication of one of the resolutions 
of the Nebraska Association of 
School Administrators, as quoted 
in Lincoln newspapers on No- 
vember 21. 


The resolution condemns those 


who "want to make the public 
schools according to ' their own 
narrow, bigoted ideas of class 
education." and who "indict the 
public schools in terms of gen- 
eralities and that seek to reduce 
the schools to a repudiated type 
of European class educational 
system." 


The contest of the curriculum 


of European schools is the same 
as that required for entrance to 
reputable colleges of arts and 
sciences in this country: a sound 
knowledge of the mother tongue. 
mathematics, laboratory sciences, 
history, foreign languages. 


Is the purpose of the resolu- 


tion to smear the college prepara- 
torv program bv pinning on it 
the label of "class education?" 
I do not choose to believe that 
this is what the school adminis- 
trators had in mind even though 
this impjication is conveyed in 
the wording of the resolution. 


I prefer that the administrators 


intended rather to deplore the 
lack of opportunity in Europe for 
all to acquire the intellectual tools 
of higher education within the 
measure of their talents. 
The 


goal of education in the United 
States as understood by our citi- 
zens is precisely this. 


The public schools have diffi- 


cult problems and mafcy of them 
they solve well. 
They are not > 


finding, however, in the opinion 
of their critics, proper solutions 
for the education of the good to 
superior student To call those 
who point to this educational 
weakness 
"quacks." 
"charla- 


tans." "demagogues" or "big- 
oted'' tends to confirm rather 
than disprove the charges. 


No time could bt more appro- 


priate than this for our public 
school administrators and their 
professors in the te*cb*rs col- 
leges to examine carefully and 
objectively the criticisms brought 
against them. If ihey did, they 
would find that tfaeir critics arc 
friends, not enemies, of the pub- 
lic schools. 


What ve want is the best edu- 


cation passible for each student 
I ant among those who believe 
that this foal cannot be reached 


as long as associations of school 
administrators, in Nebraska or 
elsewhere, rationalize their ob- 
jections to criticisms in resolu- 
tions of the kind discussed in this 
letter.

.son set aside as a state park for its reacrea- 
tional an d historic values. 
Ju st to get ah idea of the inadequacy of the 
b id received last week, am ong other b uildings 
are five sets of tw o-story fram e officers qu a r­ 
ters, each one m easuring 34 feet b y 47 feet. 
It does not require a great deal of im agina­ 
tion to fit these qu arters into the developm ent 
of a state park attracting thousands of visi­ 
tors each year and in the natural order of 
things in tim e b ecoming self-supporting or 
lucratice to the state and its people. 
There is 
the foundation for the developm ent of an 
outstanding N eb raska recreational center, an 
opportunity not rivaled b y any other site in 
this state. 
In tha t field it'w ou ld project N e­ 
b raska at its b est. 
Scenically Ft. Rob inson, its tiny lakes, its 
stream s and its wooded hills have great a p­ 
peal. 
T he W hite River, symb olic of its name, 
w inds in and around the hills, an ideal trout 
stream . 
T hree trib utaries feed into it. 
Tim e is running out in this m a tte r of the 
ultim ate perm anent disposition of Ft. R ob in­ 
son. 
Unless the people of N eb raska move 
shortly to preserve it for its historic and 
recreational values, they will b e too late.

six y ears hence.

TV A FOR NEAR EAST 
E ric Johnston, head of the mo­ 
tion picture industry, cam e b ack 
from the N ear E a st the other day 
to report to President Eisenhower 
on the toughest of all diplomatic 
job s—b uilding up long - r a n g e 
friendship b etw’een Israel aivd the 
Arab states. 
Johnston was asked b y Eisen­ 
hower to go to the N ear E ast as 
his s|>ecial am b assador, officially 
to settle the question of Arab ref­ 
ugees. b ut actually to settle the 
b roader and m ore b asic prob lem 
of Arab -Israel friendship. 
What J o hnsto n to o k with him 
was a co m prehensiv e plan fo r im ­ 
po unding the Riv er J o rdan and 
using Its waters fo r po wer and 
irrigatio n under a sy stem sim ilar 
to the Tennessee Valley . 
If this 
irrlgatio n-po wer plan co uld be put 
acro ss, he to ld the Arabs and Is­ 
raelis, the J o rdan Valley co uld be 
m ade to blo o m like a ro se, and 
permanent peace and pro sperity 
wo uld prev ail in the Near East. 
Arab refugees co uld be put to 
wo rk o n the pro ject, thereby re­ 
mo v ing a difficult tho rn in 
the 
side o f Arab-Israeii relatio ns. 
At present Arab refugees, .some 
875,OiK) of them, live on the l>or- 
der of Israel, fed b y the United 
Nations 
and 
costing 
American 
tax payers ab out $60,000,000 thi.s 
year. All day idle refugees look 
across little w'hite stone m arkers 
which designate the tiorder and 
watch the new-found prosperity 
of Israel, some of it on farm s 
they once owned. 
At night they 
frequently cross the b order to 
steal sheep or goats. 
When they do, the I.'^raelis raid 
b ack, and under the old eye-for- 
an-eye and tooth-for-a-toolh doc­ 
trine, 
men 
are 
killed 
almost 
every night. Tw enty were killed, 
Johnston reported to the White 
Hou.se, just during his b rief stay 
in the N ear East. 
Johnston reported that at first 
he was m et with hostility from 
b oth 
sides.

Arab 
press 
claim ed his m other and father 
were Jewish, that he had changed 
his nam e 
The Israeli press pub ­ 
lished a cartoon of Johnston W’ith 
a b ig knife seeking to carve up 
Israel.

B o t h 
sides 
guarded him day and night.

On 
the same date, July 25, 1946, the 
memo said, the summary was 
turned over to Clark and re- 
layed to 
Clifford, 
who was 


counsel at the time to President 
Truman.

Average Cost 


The average cost to the city 


for filling all holes over the past 
year, said Guiseker, has been 
$2 per square yard. 


Guiieker stated that the city 


•was behind in filling some holes 
for two reasons. First, he said, 
to save money, holes are some- 
limes left to accumulate until 
all holes in one block can be 
lepaired the same day. 


Secondly, he said, the paving 


repair department has only one 
roller which is not always avail- 
able for fixing holes. 


Ash stated that he felt the 


city was not getting the best 
possible job on the filling of 
holes. 


The Gas Co. pours the con- 


crete base for the hole repairs 
and the city later applies the 
final asphalt coat. In the case 
of brick surfaces, the Gas Co. 
lays the concrete base and re- 
places the brick on a temporary 
basis. 


Better Job 


On brick surfaces, the city 


later relays the brick and ap- 
plies an asphalt filler. Guiseker 
stated he would investigate the 
possibility of the Gas Co. doing 
a better job on relaying brick 
surfaces. 


Also, he said, the company 


may be willing to tell the city 
in advance where it plans pav- 
ing cuts so the city can be pre- 
pared to repair the cuts as soon 
as possible.
